«nor? troublesome than the notorious 
gypsy moth. Like the latter insect it 
t tacks a great variety of fruit and 
hade trees, and the hairs from the 
Jttterpillars cause an irritating and 
roublesome affection of the eyes. 
Two years ago on* of the character- 
stic nests of this insect was found in 
he town of Seabrook. N H.. and a 
single moth has since been taken at 
Hampton. 


There has been reason to expect 


that the insect would appear aloag 
our southeastern 
boundary at any 


time, (or it la thorughly established 
n Newburyport and 
neighboring 


Massachusetts towns very near 
he 


New Hampshire line. 
Consequently 


it waa not a matter of especial sur- 
prise to find at Smithtown, very near 
the boundary line, two nests of this 
brown tail moth and in Hampton an 
area badly infested. The fact of the 
presence of the pest actually in the 
state, should lead to a very careful 
watch for it. especially by all peo- 
ple living in the southeastern region. 
A recent careful 
inspection 
made 


from the office of the state nursery 
Inspector shows that there is great 
danger of the insect 
being carried 


along the lines of the electric rail- 
roads which so thoroughly cover that 
part of the state. 


During the period when there are 


no leaves upon the trees, the winter 
nests of this insect are easily recog- 
nized. They are composed of com- 
pact masses of leaves fastened togeth- 
er by great numbers 
of silken 


threads, and 
inside 
thase1 
leaves 


there "will be found two hundred or 
more small 
brownish 
caterpillars 


These teafy nests are especially like- 
y to be fastened to 
the ends of 


iranehes and are very conspicuous. 
When spring comes the little -cater- 
pillars leave the ne-sts at ths times 
when they wish 
to feed, crawling 


down the twig to reach the nearby 
foliage. 
They return to tlieir nests 


at night, and when not feeding, BO 
that in the spring of the year when 
ne leaves are 
coming out, if one 


wishes to pick off the 
nests, one 


should be careful to do it at a time 
when the little caterpillars are pres- 
nt 
These caterpillars continue to feed 


ind grow until about the middle of 
Tune. Each then spins around itself 
x silken cocoon, the cocoon being at- 
tached to some convenient shelter 
nside of these cocoons the caterpil- 
lars change to chrysalids, and three 
ir four weeks later again change to

Sam Walter Post Thinks They Should 


Be Sent To Patrons. 


Sam Waltei Foss, a graduate of the 


Portsmouth High school, and who is. 
librarian of the public library at Scrn- 
erville, Mass., in his last annual re 
port ol that institution made a sug- 
gestion, regarding the 
delivery of 


books which is worthy the careful 
consideration of the managers of pub- 
lic libraries. 


In a letter to the editor of the Bid- 


deford Journal In explanation of the 
plan Mr. Foss says: 


"The idea of house to house deliv- 


ery of books was advocated by me 
in my last annual report, but has not 
yet been carried into execution. * * * 
We propose to 
eventually 
deliver 


books at the doors of our citizens at 
a cost of two cents. This could be 
done by boys, just as newspapers are 
delivered at present; or, if some1 re- 
sponsible man will take the contract 
to supply the city toy means of teams, 
the enterprise will probably be turned 
over to him, under the general sup- 
ervision of the library, however. It is 
our idea that public enterprise should 
keep pace with private enterprise 
The delivery of goods directly at the 
door of the purchaser is now the us- 
ual thing in nearly' all branches of 
business 
Private enterprise of late 


has taken up the scheme of deliver- 
ing books directly to subscribers. It 
seems to me that It is only good bus 
Iness sense to conduct public libraries 
on the same basis as private con 
corns are conducted. 


"This scheme has not yet been car 


rled Into execution, but I hope that 
some time during the coming year a 
settlement along this line may be 
made Thanking you for your kind 
ly intercut in the matter, and hoping 
to hear that similar propositions may 
be adopted in many of the enterprls 
ing public libraries tn Maine, I am,

WHAT BLOCKS THE STREETS IN 


NEW YORK. 


The average traveller has no Idea 


of the variety and extent of the hour- 
ly interruptions to traffic of a great 
city railway. If one could spend a 
ftw hours by the side of the manager 
of one~pf the great systems, and read 
the reports ot the blockades and de- 
lays, seemingly almost beyond human 
foresight to control, as they are tele- 
phoned from over the entire city to 
central headquarters, Ire would won- 
der at the regularity of the service. 
On .the surface lines ot 
Manhattan 


from December 1 to 18, inclusive 
there was a daily average of twenty- 
four serious 
detentions 
averaging 


eighteen minutes each. The delays 
of less than five minutes, of which 
there were seventy-five daily, are not 
taken into account. None of the ser- 
ious delays reported were caused by 
failures of equipment or power or by 
anything that could be controlled by 
the manage."nent. but were all caused 
by street vehicle traffic and' other 
obstructions. On December 27, 1902, 
in the hour from 11 a. m. to 12 noon, 
the number of vehicles crossing the 
surface railway tracks at the triangu- 
lar street intersections of Broadway, 
Twenty-third Street and Fifth Avenue 
by actual count was 1,910 
vehicles. 


The interruptions from the unregu- 
lated vehicle traffic alone have be- 
come so great in New York, Chicago,

decorailou. frieze*, dadoes and panel- 
ing, fin- screens. bc-Utm*. etc. 


There an» two ways of executing the 


work. You may either simply work a 
design on tuc- uiotal and tlu-u have the 
me till made up into :i box frame or you 
may uutke up your own work yourself. 


To learn the repousse work takes sir 


months, but to learn the mounting de- 
pends upon how many branches of the 
craft are taken up. 


In six months a «irl can learn to exe-

Jt gives one 
an appetite to look into that kitchen. 


The shiny, spotless restaurant kitch- 


en given a hint of a new occupation 
opening to women; if college women, 
all the better. The new occupation 
needs all the Intelligence and refine- 
ment jiossessed by the most highly de- 
veloped human specimen. In brief, the 
uew profession is the superintendence 
of kitchens in asylums and sanitariums 
—yes, and prisons, too. and all public 
institutions. 
The culinary and sani- 


tary arrangements of all colleges and 
boarding schools should be directed by 
the woman professor of dietetics. If 
they were, we should not have the 
epidemics of typhoid and other danger- 
ous diseases in so many colleges. 


We shall have, in time, a college 


where women may learn such superin- 
tendence, also dietetics for sickness and 
health, for everyday life and for extra 
occasions, but such a school is not yet.

James will have her hands full.

Massachusetts women are employed in 
the same capacity in charitable insti- 
tutions and hospitals. The demand is 
almost Inexhaustible and the supply 
Is not there. From all over the land at 
once seems to ascend the cry, "Give 
us the woman professor of dietetics!" 


Civilized peoples have developed to 


that point where their stomachs refuse
